Claim 1: 

1 . (Currently Amended). A federated system comprising: 
a plurality of data sources configured across a distributed network, each data 
source being associated with a taxonomy; and 

one or more nodes comprising at least one data server that hosts an 
organization's data and user information, at least one of the one or more nodes 
comprising a taxonomy view, one or more of the plurality of data sources being defined 
on the at least one node, the at least one node further comprising one or more 
mappings between the taxonomy view of the at least one node and the taxonomy of at 
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least one data source of the plurality of data sources defined on the at least one node, 
the at least one node being connectable to one or more clients, wherein the taxonomy 
view of the at least one node allows the at least one of the data source defined on the at 
least one node to be integrated into a standardized schema such that the one or more 
of the plurality of data sources is accessed via the taxonomy view of the at least one of 
the one or more nodes without requiring knowledge of each data source's schema: 
wherein the at least one node further comprises at least one other taxonomy view .

55. (Currently Amended). A physical storage device containing instructions, the 
instructions being executable by a computer to cause the computer to perform a 
method, the method comprising: 

mapping between the taxonomy view of at least one node of one or more nodes 
and a taxonomy of at least one data source of a plurality of data sources, wherein a 
taxonomy view of the at least one node allows the at least one data source defined on 
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the at least one node to be integrated into a standardized schema such that the at least 
one data source is accessed via the taxonomy view of the at least one node without 
requiring knowledge of a schema of the at least one data source, wherein the at least 
one data source of the plurality of data sources configured across a distributed network 
is associated with the taxonomy and the at least one data source is defined on the at 
least one node, the at least one node comprising the taxonomy view; 

wherein the at least one node further comprises at least one other taxonomy 

view .

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-51, 53-59 and 61 are 
allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of made record 
that combination of Copperman et al. (US Patent No. 6,711,585 B1), MORGENSTERN 
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(US Patent No.: 5,970,490), Remsen et al. (Pub. No.: US 2003/0167282 A1) and 
Dingman et al. (US Patent No.: 6,795,868 B1) fail to teach one or more of the plurality of 
data sources being defined on the at least one node, the at least one node further 
comprising one or more mappings between the taxonomy view of the at least one node 
and the taxonomy of at least one data source of the plurality of data sources defined on 
the at least one node, the at least one node being connectable to one or more clients, 
wherein the taxonomy view of the at least one node allows the at least one of the data 
source defined on the at least one node to be integrated into a standardized schema 
such that the one or more of the plurality of data sources is accessed via the taxonomy 
view of the at least one of the one or more nodes without requiring knowledge of each 
data source's schema; wherein the at least one node further comprises at least one 
other taxonomy view. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
